GROWER MAY RENEW THE OLD 
STRAWBERRY PATCH 
W ith the picking season near com ­ 
pletion. m an y straw berry growers of 
Law rence county are considering the 
advisability of holding over 
the 
bearing patches for a second crop 
next year. 
W h eth er this is advis­ 
able will depend upon several fa c ­ 
tors. 
T h e dry w eather in April and May 
h as resulted in poorer th a n average 
grow th and s ta n d of plants ir m any 
of th e new plantings, and this prob­ 
ably will be reflected in m ore th a n 
the norm al num b er of old patches 
being held over for an o th e r crop 
next year. 
A lthough the s a m e plant m ay be 
kept for several years, and indivi­ 
dual plant usually produces its best 
yro}} during its first fruiting season. 
Therefore, in renew ing' a patch for 
a second crop, the object should be 
to destroy most of the plants which 
h a v e fruited and to save just enough 
to pro d u c e a full row of new ru n n e r 
p lan ts for next y e a r’s crop. 
W ith fertile soil com paratively free 
from weeds, vigorous healthy plat fc 
an d a good stand, satisfactory re ­ 
sults m ay b e expected in renewing 
th e patch. U nder opposite condi­ 
tions, it is not advisable to keep the 
patch. 
If it is decided to keep the patch, 
th e following procedure is suggested: 
As soon as harvesting is over, mow 
the tops ra th e r high, removing most 
of the old leaves and avoiding in ­ 
jury to the crowns 
Rake up the 
leaves and any rem ain in g m ulch and 
rem ove from the patch. 
B roadcast on top of the rows about 
400 to 600 pounds to tlie acre of 
eith e r a high nitrogen complete fer- * 
tllTzer or a m ix tu re of equal parts 
of su p erp h o sp h ate and nitrogenous 
fertilizer, such as sulphate of a m ­ 
monia or n itrate of soda. 
Drive on top of the row with a 
sp rin g -to o th harrow or other culti­ 
vator. digging out m any of the plants 
an d loosening the soil in the row. 


One or two trips in the same d irec­ 
tion over the row should be suffi­ 
cient. 
N arrow the row to 8 to 12 
inches with the cultivator. 
If the ground is very dry. it m ay 
be wise to om it digging on top of 
the row with the harrow , but in this 
case the row m ay be narrow ed to 6 
to 8 inches and the plan ts thinned 
out in the row with the hoe. 
T horoughly cultivate the m id d les 
dress up the rem aining plants with 
a hoe. and tend the patch for the 
rest of the reason as though it were 
a first-year planting. 
S traw berry culture is more com ­ 
pletely discussed in the P ennsyl­ 
vania S tate College extension C ircu­ 
lar 181, “S traw berry G row ing 
in

Proper care of eggs to m ain tain 
quality dem ands

and high hum idity in the storage 
room. 
V entilation also is essemal. 
particularly in the sum m er, to p re ­ 
vent form ation of molds. 
Best results seem to be obtained 
in the egg room with the te m p e ra ­ 
ture between 60 and 
60 
degrees 
fahrenheit and a relative hum idity 
of 75 to 80 per cent. 
Egg cases, fillers, and flats dry- 
out and absorb m oisture. 
Stored in 
a cool, moist egg room, they will not 
so readily draw m oisture from the 
eggs when they are packed. 
T he most satisfactory egg room is 
located under ground. 
Additional 
m eans of insulation are necessary 
above ground and 4t is m ore diffi­ 
cult to m a in tain good conditions of 
hum idity and tem perature. 
On m any farm s a portion of the 
basem ent of the dwelling has b«eji 
readily converted into a satisfactory 
egg room in which all the heat, 
moisture, and ventilation require­ 
m ents have been brought under con-

FREEZE SPINACH FDR 
ECONOMY IN BUDGET 
The use of com m unity freezer lock­ 
ers by farm families is spreading 
rapidly in Pennsylvania. 
Fam ilies 
freeze and store for their future use, 
products such as m eat, vegetables 
and fruits. 
Spinach is a vegetable that gives 
a satisfactory frozen product. Suc­ 
cess in freezing spinach depends on 
suitable varieties 
proper selection, 
preparation, freezing, and storage, 
rem inds Mrs. Julia Taylor, hom e 
economics extension representative 
of Lawrence county. 
Varieties of spinach grown 
in 
Pennsylvania and best suited 
for 
freezing are Smooth Leaved Nobel 
and Savory Long Standing. 
It is 
advisable to freeze spinach when it 
is green and succulent and before 
seed spurs appear. The larger steam s 
are of little food value an d also are 
difficult to clean so should be dis­ 
carded. 
T ry to keep the tim e be 
tw een harvest and packing of sp in ­ 
ach as short гу> possible to con erve 
the greatest am ount of food value. 
To prepare the spinach for freez­ 
ing. wash thoroughly. 
T his green 
j is difficult to clean so it is best to 
wash carefully in running w ater to 
j remove all traces of sand and earth. 
Гаке out all discolored leaves and 
large stem s before washing. 
All vegetables prepared for frrez- 
| ing should be blanched (scalded» in 
boiling w ater before packing. 
The 
proper scalding tim e for spinach Is 
I 2'v m inutes in rapidly boiling v a - 
j ter. 
B lanch only a sm all amount, of 
spinach at a time, since the leaves 
are likely to m at together and pre- 
I vent uniform heating. 
Two gallons 
of boiling w ater is the right am ount 
to use for each pound of spinach. 
Im m ediately after blanching, cool 
the product in run n in g cold water. 
T hen carefully drain and pack the 
cold product in m oisture-vapo!proof, 
w atertight cartons. 
The 
spinach 
m u st be taken at once to the ireezei 
locker plant and frozen quickly, then 
stored in a locker room a t zero with 
little change of tem perature. 
Spinach also m ay be canned suc­ 
cessfully. 
You will find detailed d i­ 
rections for canning spinach in cir­ 
cular 153, ‘ Home C anning of F ruits 
and Vegetables.” If you do not have 
a copy of this circular, you m ay have 
one upon request to the A gricultural 
Extension Office. 
Mrs. Taylor will 
be glad to give additional in fo rm a­ 
tion of freezing or canning other 
vegetables.
